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Abst^ct: 


A method and^a system for controlling a prosthesis such as an artificial limb. Elec- 
tromyographic (EMG) signals are used to generate control signals for one or more 
prostheses such as artificial limbs. The electromyographic (EMG) signals are re- 
ceived by one or more set^f electrodes dedicated to a source of electromyographic 
(EMG) signals. 
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By using dedicated electrodes, elecWnyographic (EMG) signals originating from 
well-defined sources may be picked up. Consequently, EMG signals stemming from 
a muscle which would be activated by a human being when this human being would 
move a part of his body, e.g. a limb or a part of avlimb replaced by a prosthesis, may 
be detected, picked up and used to control the cOTi;esponding prosthesis or corre- 
sponding part of the prosthesis.
